Smoke Screen for Inefficient. 


Judge David spared no one in his 
reply, though he called none by name. 

“It is a smoke screen, put up by 
inefficient or worse than ineffic.ent pub 
lic officials because they are failing, 
miserably and for reasons I cannot 
determine, in their duty of enforcing 
law in this city. 

Chicago today is a disgrace. It 18 
worse than any frontier town of the 
last century.

Granted by Constitution. 


The habeas corpus writ, Judge David 
continued, is a right granted in the 
nation’s constitution and in every stare 
constitution It guarantees protection 
from unlawful imprisonmer.t. 

Shall citizens be protected from 
unlawful imprisonment?” the judge 
asks. 

“If you believe the statements of 
our city’s official8 who are elected and 
sworn to uphold the constitution and to 


protect persons and property, sacred 
rights and laws should be mocked,” 
Judge David went on. 

“The constitution is being pat 
upon, and by those who are sworn to 
enforce it. They criticize judges for 
obeying their oaths. Do you know that 
a judge, under our statute, may be 
fined $1,000 for refusing to issue a. writ 


of habeas corpus, or for delaying its 
execution?’ 


Arrest on Suspicicn. 

Many examples were cited by Judge 
David. Here is one. A man is thrown 
into a police cell. A writ is issued. 
The police come into court and say: 
“We are investigating a crime and 
this man may have something to do 
with it. Give us a few days’ time.” 

What a farce!” Judge David ex- 
claimed. “There is no law 
in America to sustain such a proced- 
ure. That is what our forebears fought 
against and died to correct. Suppose 
that man is freed—the word goes out 
through the preas that the courts have 
let a great criminal escape his just 
deserts. They have come to believe 
the habeas corpus writ is a menace, an 
evil thing, and to be throttled.” 

Then .the police “campaign.” 

“The chief of police issues an edict 
to ‘pick up everybody,’” the judge 
declared. “The next day hundreds of 
humans—many, if not all, innocent— 
fill the jails. How can the police de 
fend this imprisonment? Yet they 
fume to newspapermen about ‘ habeas 
corpus judges.’ 


Different in Engtand. 

When prisoners are brought to 
court on writs all the police are re- 
quired to show is that they have a 
‘egal right to hold them. Is that un- 
reasonable? Not at all. But they can- 
not show that, and so they blame the 
courts. 

“The trouble with this community 
ls that we have no police officials of 
brains. In England men of brains get 
legal evidence and convictions alwayn. 
Here prisoners are beaten and mads 
unlawfully to testify against them- 
selves. There should be higher wages 
paid for better law enforcers. That 
is why England has no crime and why 
Chicago seethes with it. 

Let me leave this with you. Never 
in my forty years of experience in the 
courts have I known any man to be 
released by a judge on habeas corpus 
where not more than a reasonable 
ground existed. Don’t throw away this 
most sacred right because a policeman 
doesn’t like it.” 9

In short, the President’s intent is to avoid futile 
and mischievous experimentation in government 
regulation, but to give such assistance in the way 
of legislative and executive measures as will offset 
artifigial disadvantages and assist the farmer to 
take advantage of economic forces.

One explanation 
of its use is this: The spasmodic cough 
results from pressure of enlarged lymph 
giands, or an enlarged thymus or 
bronchi, and X-rays decrease this en- 


largement. Another is that there is some 


quality in tne wave length of the X-ray 
which cures directly or indirectly. But 
all of that is speculation. The reputa- 
tion of the treatment just now rests on 
favorable reports by several men of 
experience.

The Mexican Exportadora, 
which he described as the keystone of 
the alleged monopoly cxercised over 
Yucatan sisal, apparently has been 
thrown out by the Mexican govern- 
ment, he said. 
In that event there is not much use 
in prosecuting the Sisal Sales corpora-
